The sudden withdrawal of the inst thousand of the American soldiers from the Rhine 
is interpreted by many Washington correspondents and editorial observers as an em phatic 
protest on the part of the United States Government against France’s invasion of the 
v 
Ruhr 
Basin 
and seizure oi “ productive guaranties” for the 
payment of G erm any’s 
reparations debt. 
This attitude en the part of official Washington, it is generally agreed* 
is due neither to sympathy for Germany nor lack of it for France, but to a conviction 
that the seizure of guaranties will not solve the reparations problem, and that it opens 
the door to a host of disastrous possibilities, chief among which is another world war. 
Many American papers, on the other hand, whcle-heartedly applaud Francef or resorting, to a show 
of force, “ the only language that Germany understands” ; and they predict that her couple will he rully justified 
by the results. The German-language press in the United States is pessimistic. “ In taking from Germany her 
richest industrial district the French will deprive themselves of the last chance to get any further reparations,” 
declares the Philadelphia Ta&eblatt< which thinks that the result* of the i\uhr invasion will amount to 
“ French suicide as well as unspeakable misery and chaos for Germany, and possibly civil war in the 
Reich.” Other German-language papers express similar convictions.
